Cleaning Carpets and Rugs. 
S]°HOSE who have heavy brussels or mo 


quette carpets, often find it convenie 


to clean them without taking them from the 
floor, and this can be very easily and satis- 
factorily done. ‘Tear some old newspapers 
into small pieces, soak them in water, then 
roll them between the hands until they forn 
soft little balls. Scatter them thickly over 


the carpet, then give it a thorough sweeping 


with a good broom, ‘The paper will co sHlect 
the dust and keep it from flying about. Pre- 
pare a cleansing mixture by dissolving two 
bars of white soap in half a gallon of hot 
water, and adding four ounces of borax 
\dd enough of this mixture to a pan of warm 


scrub the 


water to make a strong suds, and 
carpet with it, using a brush and taking only 
a small place at a time, just as you would 


scrub a floor. When the place you are wash- 
ing is clean, wipe it with a soft rag wrung 


out of clear water, and proceed in this way 
until you have gone over carpet. 
If only a small portion is soiled, this may be 
washed, and the remainder left as it is. 
Borax is a great help in cleaning the carpet, 
and does not injure the colors.
